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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
36 09 984 in view of Nandram et al (US. Pat. App. Pub. 2004/0237977). 

DE 36 09 984 discloses nearly all that is recited in the claims since it teaches in 
one embodiment (Fig. 1) a cigarette comprising a rod-shaped tobacco element 3 having 
a first end and second end; a filter 1 ,2 connected to each of the first and second ends; 
and a tubular wrapper 4 enclosing the tobacco element, the wrapper - at a mid-point 
along the tobacco element between the two filters - having a circumferentially extending 
first tear line 5. In another embodiment (Fig. 4), the tobacco element haying filters on 
each end has a circumferentially extending tear line 7 at the far end, of one end of the 
tobacco element, to facilitate tearing of the wrapper and removal of one of the filters 
from the tobacco element (See Figures and English Abstract). While DE 36 09 894 may 
not state so specifically, it would have been obvious to have combined the 
embodiments of Figures 2 and 4, such that both tear lines 5,7 are provided on one 
cigarette embodiment in order to give a smoker the option of smoking either two 
shortened cigarettes or one filtered king-sized cigarette since providing the smoker with 
the ability/means to choose either option is known in the tobacco art as evidenced by 
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the Nandram reference (See Fig. 1 ). It also would have been obvious to add a third tear 
line at the position of the filter on the other opposite end of the tobacco element in order 
to enable the user to choose which filter to detach from the smoking article of DE 36 09 
894. 

Response to Arguments
